That there 
are fallacies in the argument, and the attack upon 
Mr. Ford unwarranted in the face of the facts, is 
apparent even to the casual reader. 
It declares 
that "Mr. Ford has doubtless realized that con­ 
gress was not virttiaHy going to make trim a 
present of Muscle Shoals for 100 years, with the 
privilege of renewal,” and that "Mr. Ford has no 
one but himself to blame,” and refers to 
"His 
contemptuous treatment of congress” and "as­ 
sumption that he was a superman/’ and c h a r g e s 
that "Mr. Ford was endeavoringm oBtain forfo,- 
000,000 property in which $150,000,000 of the peo­ 
ple’s money is invested.” The facts in the case 
dispute directly the justice of these charges, and

Picture an 
eagle’s nest high up the mountain on a lone crag. 
The little eagles with

cleave the sky. But tha little eagles do not ven­ 
ture near the edge of their rude nest. Something 
within warns them of danger. They heed thát 
warning. 
In many respects man has the eagle 
nature. He is not a "poor worm of the dust” de­ 
spite the fact some good theologians have inti­ 
mated as much. 
But man using his free will 
does venture to the brink of ruin. 
Man does 
cease to look up. 
Man does cease to love the 
old hymn "Nearer My God To Thee” which says 
in part: "On joybul wing cleaving 
the 
sky.” 
Many say, although it is hard to believe, that 
more men look downward than toward the stars. 
In this connection, just as the little eagles fear 
danger, it is well for poor, sick, misguided men 
to remember that "the fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom.” 
That is to say, fear of 
His requirements. 
God is Love. 
So we cannot 
fear Him. But we had better fear the operation 
of His laws, I say so! His laws as to right and 
wrong are as binding on men, as the law of grav­ 
ity was binding upon the little eagles in their 
mountain nest. 
i 
» 
But another idea—the eagles grow to matur­ 
ity must fulfil their destiny. They must realize 
their dream of a flight to the sun. And the par­ 
ent eagle also knows this, and so the little fellows 
are taught to fly far out into the trackless skies. 
Every able bodied eagle does fly away to the sun. 
But does every able bodied man desire "on joyful 
wing to cleave the sky?” Do all men like Gold­ 
smith said of his father, desire eternal sunshine 
upon their heads. Do all the serious thoughts of 
able bodied men "have test in Heaven” as was 
the case with the “Village Preacher?” The rec­ 
ords show that very many men "love darkness 
rather than light because their deeds are evil.” 
But why are their deeds evil. The same solemn 
answer we have heard from our pulpits. Sin has 
changed man’s nature to one of hell, from one 
having the heavenly graces. 
But there is ope,
